The agreement contains a provi- 
sion under which Canada agrees 
to cancel the $425,000,000 Britain 
still owed as her share of the cost 
of the British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan, 

A supplementary agreement was 
arranged for the settlement of all 
remaining claims which each gov- 
ernment has against the other, aris- 
ing out of the war. 

UNDER THIS supplementary 
agreement, the United Kingdom 
government will make a payment to 
Canada of $150,000,000 and will can-

Ottawa May Act 
To Ease NHA Plan 


VANCOUVER, March 7—(CP)— 
The federal government may ask 
Canadian loan companies operating 
under the National Housing Act to 
allow higher loan values on houses 
being built by persons in the lower- 
income bracket, it was announced 
in a press conference here yester- 
day by Hon, C. D, Howe, minister 
of reconstruction and supply. 

SUCH A STEP would allow Can- 
adians with moderate incomes to 
build houses with smaller down 
paymerts than are possible under 
present loan values granted under 
the NHA housing setup. 

At present there are many eom- 
plaints that home-builders are not 
able to take advantage of NHA 
loans because of the wide gap be- 
tween the building 
price and the value set on the home 
by the loan company.

More Charges 
Will Be Laid 


In Spy Probe

OTTAWA, March 7. — (CP) — 
Some of the nine men still held in 
Canada’s Soviet spy ring inquiry 
definitely will be charged under the 
Official Secrets Act and their ap- 
pearance in court will coincide with 
release of the second interim report 
of the Royal Commission inquiry. 


The Canadian Press learned author-' 


itatively yesterday. 

WHEN THESE CHARGES will 
be laid was not known, but it was 
not expected the accused would be 
brought into court for another week 
or so, The number to be charged 
also was unknown, but it was be- 
lieved they would constitute a com- 
plete “cell” in the ring, which the 
commission *aid in its first interim 
report Monday had operated “under 
direct instructions from Moscow.” 

It was noted the interim report 
identified Capt. Gordon Lunan, one 
of four persons arraigned in court 
Monday under the official secrets 
act, as the “head of a group” which!

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Scarcity and Production 


Never in the history of the world has 
there been so much money in circulation 
among the people of the victorious nations. 
Seldom in the history of the world has there 
been such a tmiversal scarcity of food, 
clothing and shelter. 

The world is rich in currency. The world 
is disastrously poor in the real things of 
life, 

In Vancouver, desperate war veterans 
have seized a former luxury hotel because 
they had no place to live. 

In the United States and Canada, the 
wheat pile is coming to an end. In the 
former country, a new type of bread which 
utilizes a greater part of the wheat grain is 
going on the market in order to conserve 
wheat, In England, where bread was never 
rationed during the war, plans are being 
made to ration it now. 

Canada’s housing shortage is tragic. Lit- 
erally tens of thousands of families have 
only the meanest and most primitive kind of 
makeshift shelter. And yet Canada is a coun- 
try with all sorts of potential building ma- 
terials. But shortsighted national planning 
and unworkable housing legislation designed 
to protect the interests of the loan com- 
panies, but disregarding the interests of 80 
percent of the population who, receiving less 
than $2,150 a year, can pay no more rent 
than $18 to $25 a month, have failed to 
remedy the situation. 

This present world situation in which a 
plenitude of money exists alongside a tragic 
scarcity of goods affords a most striking 
illustration of the fundamental economic 
fact that money is not wealth. 

Money’s only real value is its convertibil- 
ity into goods and services, especially goods, 
and when the supply of goods runs short, 
money declines in value. Money is only use- 
ful for what it can buy and if there is no- 
thing to buy, money has no use. 

There is only one remedy for, the great 
scarcity of goods with which the world is 
faced, And that is the production of more 
goods from land and sea. There is only one 
road to recovery. And that is through con- 
stant and uninterrupted work which in- 
creases the flow of real wealth from natural 
resources, | 

Yet production is becoming a forgotten 
word in Canada. We continue to talk in 
terms of money instead of in terms of the 
amount of goods that can be made available. 
We continue giving loans to other nations, 
which are simply claims on our dwindling 
supply of commodities, whole producticr 
steadily declines throughout the country. 

What is required in Canada is an immed- 
jate and urgent call for maximum production 
and for the eradication of those factors and 
forces which operate against maximum pro- 
duction. 

The food, clothing and shelter crisis is 
acute, That crisis was met in wartime by 
miracles of production. Only production can 
end it in peacetime. 

Only production and more production 
can relieve world scarcity and facilitate re- 
covery. 


Preventive Action Now 


One thing Mr. Churchill said at Fulton, 
Mo., should shock every unthinking person 
on this continent out of fond dreams of a 
self-preserving peace. 

World War II should have been prevent- 
ed, in fact few wars could have been so 
easily prevented; that was the forthright 
declaration of Britain’s wartime Prime Min- 
ister, and the man who spent thankless 
years before that in trying to rouse the na- 
tions to preventive action. This puts the 
blame squarely where it belongs—leaving to 
each nation and each public man the duty of 
deciding what share of the blame falls upon 
it or him. 

World War II could have been prevented 


if the victor nations had given the German | 


people a decent chance to pay reparations 
and make a living; if the English-speaking 
countries had stood solidly in support of 
the League of Nations; and if Hitler's bluff 
nae been called when he invaded the Rhine- 
and. 

None of these things was done, The na- 
tions banged their doors against German 
trade, while demanding that Germany pay 
$53,000,000,000 reparations in gold it didn’t 
have and couldn't get. They let the League 
deteriorate from the status of an interna- 
tional authority to a debating society, And 


they let Hitler march a skeleton army into | 


the great west German arsenal and take 
possession of it without firing a shot, What 
followed they had a right to expect, but 
persisted in refusing to do anything about. 

This tragic chapter in modern history 
was not recalled for no purpose. Mr, Chur- 
chill made it the basis for a plea that the 
English-speaking nations do not repeat the 
folly of thinking that clouds do not predict 
a storm. In particular he urged that they 
arrive during this present year at a clear 
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They should 
the United Nations and out, not only in 
pressing these enquiries but in broadening 
them into an effort to get all the cards put 
on the table and thus bring Russia and the 
democracies into confidence and co-opera- 
tion. 

That way lies harmony. The other way 
lies the wilderness of dreams and hopes and 
guesses, in which the peace-keeping na- 
tions wandered until Hitler loosed his blitz- 
kriegs upon them. 


Who is to Pay? 


Who is to pay when a student at the 
provincial University gets hurt in a “hazing” 
ceremony? This sometimes happens, thou h 
not often. That is a question with which the 
members of the legislature have been wrest- 
ling. Hitherto the University has been finan- 
cially responsible, The proposal is that this 
liability be shifted to the “hazers”. 

Who ought to pay is clear enough, The 
boy or boys who cause the injury should foot 
the hospital and medical bills of the victim, 
and liquidate any claims for damages. But 
the matter is not just as simple as that. 

Sometimes it is difficult to find out defin- 
itely who did what while one of these excit- 
ing affairs is in progress. Sometimes the 
party to blame for an injury may be under 
age, therefore not accountable in law. Some- 
times the blame may fall upon some one who 
has little or no means, | 

But the one thing clear is that an injured 
student should not have to pay his own bills. 
Nor should he have to hire a lawyer to find 
out who is going to do the paying. The 
responsibility should be fixed, and it should 
in known clearly where this accountability 
ies. 

That would seem to be the point from 
which to approach the subject—the point of 
view of the boy who has suffered injury. 
From his stand-point the most satisfactory 
arrangement no doubt is that the University 
should pay. It could then proceed to collect 
from the party or parties who caused the 
injury if collection is possible. Where collec- 
tion is not possible, it is better that the 
University, and not the unfortunate student, 
should stand the loss.

However Safe Science Has Made Air Travel, One 
Trotter Thinks Ground Arrangements Leave 
Much to Be Desired

WASHINGTON.—"If you have 

time to spare, you should travel 
by air.” 

This bitter jibe comes from the 
heart of thousands of frustrated air} 
passengers, It took me three days, 
all but a few hours, to fly from 
Lendon to New York in Pan Am- 
erican’s latest P 
Lockheed Con- 
stellation. 

The exasper- 
ating delays to 
which air travel- 
lers are so fre- 7 
quently subject- 
ed are mainly 


due to bad 
weather and to 
fear of icing CHURCHILL 


conditions, against which there 
seems to be no adequate remedy. 
Moreover, despite all the advance 
that was supposed to have been 
made during the war in predicting 
the weather, meteorology still 
seems to be an inexact science. 

When we left Rineanna in Ire- 
land, we were told we would en- 
counter head winds up to 60 miles 
an hour and that it would take 11 
hours to reach Gander in New- 
foundland. The winds proved 
much less severe and we reached 
Gander in 8% hours, On the other 
hand, we were told it would take 
4% hours to fly from Gander to 
New York, instead of which the trip 
took 6 hours and 40 minutes.

UP UNTIL HALF AN HOUR be- 
fore we reached New York, reports 
indicated that La Guardia Airport 
was blanketed with fog, and we) 
were faced with the prospect of} 
landing in Washington instead of 
New York. Fortunately, the weather 
cleared just in time. But that this 
possibility should have existed be- 
lies the ballyheo about the marvels 
of radar and radio control, which 
are supposed to make it possible 
to land under any circumstances 
at all the world’s leading airports. 
It is clear that great advances have 
got to be made in this field before 
flying can be considered a satis- 
factory method of transportation. 

Once you are in the air, every- 
thing is extremely well managed, 
and the passengers can feel the 
greatest confidence in the skill 
and courtesy of the crew. Arrange- 
ments on the ground, however, are 
extremely primitive and there is 
no doubt all the airlines have a 
great deal to learn in the handling 
of passengers. 

In England, the chief difficulty 
arises from the fact that all trans- 
Atlantic flights have to start from 
Hurn Airport, which is more than 
four hours by road from London. 
As a consequence, if a flight has 
to be postponed, all passengers have 
to suffer the vexations of being} 
marooned in Bournemouth. This 
situation cannot be overcome until | 
London's great new airport, Heath 
Row, comes into service towards 
the end of the year. But there is no 
doubt an effort could be made, 
meanwhile, to provide better ac- 
commodation for passengers who 
get stranded at Hurn.
